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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the following: actuator of claim 24, 
the motor of claim 14, the impact sensor of claim 15, the fusible portion of claim 26, the insert of 
claim 28, the hook lock of claim 30, the sensor of claim 30, the bottom of the linings of claim 32, 
the ends extending beneath the bottom of claim 32, the insert of claim 21, the overmolded insert 
of claim 21, the crimped insert of claim 21, the cooling unit of claims 25, 27, 29, 3 1, and 33, and 
the front face of claim 25, 27, 29, 3 1, and 33 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 26-27 and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kanemitsu et al. 

For claim 32, Kanemitsu et al. (5,077,885) disclose a connection for use in a motor 
vehicle having bodywork 4 A, 4B adapted for receiving an impact, the motor vehicle includes a 
side rail 13 and a structural part 23 supporting the bodywork, the structural part comprises a top 
edge and a plurality of ends 23a, the top edge situated near a zone of the bodywork that might be 
impacted by a head or hip of a pedestrian, the ends 23a extending beneath (vertically below) the 
bottom of the fender linings 14 (see Figures 5 and 6), the connection comprises a collapsible 
force-opposing member 33 that enables the side rail to oppose a vertical force; and at least one 
fusible fastener indirectly securing each end 23 a of the structural part to the fender lining 14 (via 
wheel apron 12). The force-opposing member 33 comprise a fusible portion of the part in that 
the holes 13a and bolts 33 are "capable" of being fused together and have the ability to be fused. 

With regard to claims 27 and 33, the motor vehicle comprises a front face and the front 
face comprises a structural part; the structural part includes a cooling unit 51. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 14-15, 24-25, and 28-3 1 are allowed. 

5. Claim 21 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim and as containing a 
minor informality, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims and correcting the minor informality. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 9/22/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With regard to the drawings, the applicant argues a bona fide attempt has been made to 
advance the application. This is unclear since no amendments to either the drawings or the 
claims has been made to overcome the drawing objections. Furthermore, the applicant has not 
set forth any argument against the drawing objections, therefore these objections have been 
maintained. 

With respect to the "fusible" terminology in new claim 26, the examiner notes that the 
holes 13a and bolts 33 which cooperate with each other are fusible in that they are capable or 
able to be fused together. 

For claim 32, In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the 
assembly being collapsible) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See/w re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
